Athanase David, Provincial Seeretary

In the three prairie provinces - 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, Indian farmers harvested 745,-

THE AID OF PICTURES’

About five hundred miles of new 
lines will be added to the rural tele- 
phone system. of Saskatchewan when 
the programme of construction for the 
present year has been completed and 
about five hundred new subscribers 
will. be ‘receiving the benefits ot 
teléphonic communication by the end 
of 1923. 

The programme for the year con- 
sists principally of extensions to exist- 
ing rural. telephone systems, about 
forty applications for extensions -hay- 
| ing~been received by the Department 
of Telephones and permission has 
been granted for the formation. of 
two new companies and the ré-or- 
ganization of an old company. 

Thé comparatively. small demand 
for new rural telephone construction 
thi8 season is partially due to the fact 
\that the province as a whole is now 

fairly well ‘served: and there are not 
large gaps to be found in the rural 
telephone map of Saskatchewan. The 
fact that the farmers are busy paying 
for the lines at present.in operation 
deters them from adding to their Ma- 
bilities by further construction.
